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My First Radio

In 1968, probably for Christmas, my parents gave me a tiny 
(but large to a 7 year old kid) Taiwan-assembled General 

! Electric P1757 transistor radio. It had a black and white 

' plastic case, was powered by a 9 volt battery, received only 
the AM radio band and had thumbwheel controls for the 
on-off/volume switch and the tuner. The latter had only one 
or two digit numbers for the frequencies on the AM 
broadcast band. Instead of a dial, it had a square “window,” 
where the digits were visible one at a time. Its retail price 
back then was $4.98 (about $36.00 in 2019 dollars). 


At the time, my parents had a Harman-Kardon FM tuner and 
Garrard turntable connected to a Knight KG-250 amplifier in 
a large wooden “hi-fi” cabinet in the living room of our 
Bethesda, Maryland home. My new radio gave me the 
freedom to tune the airwaves. I now had the ability to listen 
to AM stations outdoors, or in my room and even in my bed. 
At night, I discovered I could receive many more radio 
stations than during the day, especially from far away places 
like WKBW (now WWKB), a 50 kilowatt “clear channel” 
station on 1520 KHz in Buffalo, New York, where their 
announcers reported much more snow in the winter than the 
Washington, D.C. area would get. I also noticed some local 
stations that had strong signals during the day seemed to 
vanish at night, like daytime-only 10 kilowatt “Musicradio” 
WPGC 1580 KHz in tiny suburban Morningside. 


The strongest station was 5 kilowatt WMAL on 630 KHz because its four 400 foot transmitter towers 
were only 2 miles away to the northwest. It must have had intense field strength, as any electronic project 
my father worked on that had a speaker seemed to receive WMAL/’s signal, probably through overload 
and rectification through the device’s audio amplifier section. WMAL was one of the most popular 
stations on the air during that era. The station also broadcast Washington Redskins football games, 
Washington Senators baseball games and University of Maryland basketball games. The latter two teams 
were often broadcast at night and I would listen to the games with this radio while in bed. 


To avoid buying more 9 volt batteries, my father, the future KF6CVA, added a jack to the radio so it could 
be plugged into an external power supply he made, which also doubled as a battery charger. The radio 
was placed into secondary status in late 1971 when a Sony “Digimatic” AM/FM “flip clock” radio, 
replaced it. Its alarm function was particularly useful for awakening me to get ready for school (and later 
on, work). It lasted over 15 years until its clock stopped working and I discarded it. Meanwhile, about 
ten years after I received the GE portable, it was gradually dismantled as a parts source. 
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Over fifty years have passed since I received my first radio. After 77 years in Bethesda, the WMAL 
transmitter site and its towers were decommissioned on May 1, 2018. The 75 acre site will be replaced 
by a 309 unit residential housing development. The transmitter was relocated 12 miles northwest to the 
WWERC site in Germantown, Maryland with daytime power increased to 10 kilowatts but night time 
power decreased to 2,700 watts. Redskins football and Maryland basketball broadcasts both left WMAL 
after the 1991 season but the Redskins returned in 2017. After 94 years with the same call letters, the 
station became WSBN on July 1, 2019. I earned my novice class amateur radio license in 1977 
(WB3GYL) and upgraded to general class the next year. The wooden cabinet that once housed my 
parents’ hi-fi system now hosts a 1990s-era stereo system in my home and I now live next door to 
KF6CVA, who only seems to get on the air when I need a contact in a VHF contest. 


In 2019, I acquired an identical GE P1757 portable radio in its original box with its original paperwork 
(including its earphone and hand strap) from an online vendor. I could barely contain my excitement 
when I installed a 9 volt battery, turned it on and heard Bay Area AM radio signals emanating from its 
tiny speaker. This little radio now produces a lot of nostalgia in my radio shack. However, today’s 7 
year old kids probably wouldn’t be interested in such a simple, “low tech” device.
